ARMY REORGANIZATION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Jonrnal: 


PosstsLY your correspondent in the Journal of 
. 31 expects to antagonize Army reorganization 
of, manee of the retirement scheme proposed. He 
claims that economically disposed Congresses will 
not consider reorganization because of cost. They 
will, no doubt, also coasider the cost of this retire- 
ment, which would add, including enlisted men, 
about $3,000,000 to the pay roll of the Army. or more 
than a third more than it would cost to give the in- 
fantry and artillery a proper organization with the 
men necessary to fill them up toa proper strength. 
If the promoters of this scheme are sincere, the 
kuow perfectly well that among field officers reok 
is reasonably commensurate with age and promo- 
tion very fair. A major of fifty or over is bad, of 
course, but a captain of like age intolerable. The 
great congestion in promotion is beyond all question 
in the grate of y ~y - (and Ist lieutenant iu the ar- 
tillery, owing to the double line of lieutenants). If 
the application of this proposed retirement scheme 
was limited to officers below the grade of major, not 
only would it possess some merit, but if enacted into 
law would be of some benefit to the aervice without 
ruining the retired list. x. 


"1 ORDNANCE NOTES. 


From the Pacific Coast comes the report’that the 
Union Iron: Works are preparing to construct an 
armor plate factory and enter into competition for 
Government work. 





It is reported that a Dr. Meyer, of Berlin, has dis- 
covered a process by which aluminium oan be vro- 
duced at abont four cents per pound. In 1828 the 
price was $5,000 per pound, and the price to-day is 
about one dollar per pound. 





The Martinez, Cal., Gazette says: “The monster 
gun, Big Betsy. which attracted much attention 
here as well as elsewhere while on the journey 
across the continent, has been safelv placed in posi- 
tion in the forward turret of the Monterey.” 





Capt. Galopen, of the French Engineers, is re- 
to have definitely settled the question of 
eclipse turrets by an invention, which secured his 
immediate promotion to major. The Avenir Mill- 
tatre reports that the turret rises, discharges two 
rounds and disappears, all within three or four 
seconds, only five men being required. The noise 
within the turret was inconsiderable, which is not 
surprising, in view of our experience in monitor 
turrets. Thereis no other smoke than that which 
issues from the guu-breech on the opening of it. 
Moreover, says the Avenir, such is the accuracy aud 
fixity of aim, that in a trial of ten rounds with each 
gun, the mark, which was at a distance of 300 
metres, was pierced by but two holes, one for each 
gun; and it appeared that all the projectiles had 
gone through these holes. 





The “Technologicai Quarterly” for April and July, 
1892, contained an illustrated article on “The Con- 
struction of Modern Breecb-loading Rified Mortars”’ 
by Capt. A. H. Russell, U.S. A., which was read 
Oct. 8, 1891. This has been republished in pamphlet 
form. In connection with it we would call attention 
to the article on “Breech-loading Rified Mortars for 
the United States Government,” which appears in 
the London Engineer for Dec. 9, 1892. The new mor- 
tar has the dimensions of a gun and is often called 
a howitzer abroad, though it retains the name of 
mortar here because of its use for high angled fire. 
It is a breech loader, 129 inches long, nearly as long 
as the old muzzile-loading Rodman, though, unlike 
that, itis a built-up gun. The “recent results of 
careful and suitable measurements,” Capt. Russell 
tells us, “bear out fully the theory of Rodman re- 
specting the advantages of cooling cast-iron guns 
from the interior and confirm his genius.” He fur- 
ther tells us that “the importance of a great weight 
in cannon to lessen recoil does not apply particu- 
larly to mortars, since the methods for checking re- 
coil and reducing the shock on the carriage has 
been so fully developed.” The use of all steel, as 
now proposed, will give a lighter mortar, “and at 
the same time a more powerrul piece would be ob- 
tained, throwing a shell of 800 Ibs. six miles, instead 
of a shell of 630 lbs. five miles.’’ 





The New Orleans Picayune of Jan. 1, 1893, has an 
illustrated article on American rapid-fire cannon. 
The cuts show the Hvtchkiss and Drig hrovder 
rapid-fire guns, on the Fietcher mount, and the 
breech-mechanism designed by Ensign Dashiell, 
U.8.N. A likeness is also given of Lieut. F. F. 
Fletcher, U. 8. N., and concerning his mount the 
Picayune says: *“*The United States Government 
has been peculiarly fortunate in the ‘mounts’ that 
have been finally adopted after exhaustive trials, 
and it redounds to the credit of the naval bureau of 
ordnance that this difficult task has been accom- 
plished by the bureau without expense to the Gov- 
ernment beyond the regular salaries of its officers. 
Only those who are familiar with tha subject can 
realize how great were the mechanical obstacles to 
be overcome in designing these mounts. The con- 
ditions to be filled by them taxed the ingenuity of 
inventors to the utmost; but, luckily for our new 
Navy, all the varied requirements have been met in 
& system invented and developed in the Bureau of 
Ordnance by Lieut. F. F. Fietcher, U.S. N. In the 
Fletcher mounts compactness and simplicity have 
been united with such perfect mechanical features 
that even the largest calibres of rapid-fire guns are 
controlled by one man with as much ease and ra- 
pidity as a fowling-piece at the shoulder; and the 
system possesses, as well,‘ the important advan- 
tage of being readily adaptable to all sizes of such 


guns.

Unper the present organization of the Army the 
average length of service to reach the different 
grades will be, when the normal conditi is 
reached, about as follows, viz:

During 1892, omitting all cases in whioh the offi- 
cere promoted did not fill all the grades from that 
of 2d lieutenant, the result is, approximately, as 
follows, viz.:

For 1892, the, length of service to the grade of oap- 
tain is the only one above the normal. . For 189%, on 
account of the numerous appointments in 1866 and 
1867, the length of service to the grades of major 
and captain will probably be above the normal, but 
to the other grades will remain below. The great- 
est inequality in promotion in any branoh of the 
service is to the grade of captain in the infantry, 
ranging from about 15 to 2% years. In the cavalry 
it is nearly the same ranging from 13 to 22 years. 
This inequality will gradually disappear.

For wany at Fort Riley Christmas eve was 
filled with toil and bustle. A few days before orders 
had come that a equadron should be ready to take 
the field as soon as cars could be had. These came 
on the morning of Dec. 24, and therest of the day 
was busily ew ployed in loading bageage and horses. 
Pleasant plavus for Christmas were relinquished and 
preparations for a winter campaign on the Rio 
Grande was finished. In spite of cold the task of 
loading was accomplisbed soon after dark, when 148 
men and 5 officers bade good- bye to wives, children, 
aweethearts, friends and comrades, and the sudden 
parting was ended. Dense clouds, biting winds and 
enveloping snow, made the cheerless Christmas eve 
more dreary still. The squadron is composed of 
Troops C, G and D, commanded by Capts. Jackson 
and Edgerly and Lieut. Slocum, respectively, who 
are officers of long service and experience. Critics 
often object that our little Army is “top heavy 
with officere;” yet a —— of 150 men is sent 
into the field with but five officers. Nine would be 
the full complement; three are absent on duty, and 
there is ove vacancy. 

Only four troops now remain here. These, num- 
bering about 200. escorted their comrades to the 
station. In the absence of the band, their march 
was enlivened by the shriJl music of our trumpet 

, which competent judges have pronounced 
one of the best in the world. Nearly 400 men, 
women and children crowded the station platform. 
and after the last good-bye, the train moved «ff 
amid bearty ringing cheers. Men and officers were 
equipped for the field, and each soldier wore boots 
and spurs, and had bis carbine with fifty rounds of 
ammupition. Nose-bags, holding currycom)s and 
brusher, were also carried by the men, and horses 
will be properly groomed and fed on their longand 
trying journey. Otber horse equipments, and 
p'stols and sabres were stored in haggage cars 80 as 
to ba readily accessible at Fort McIntosh, which is 
near the scene of trouble, and will be the base of 
operations. All were apparently in fine spirits and 
seme, like Mark Tapley, were jolly to the last. One 
declared tbat Uncle Sam bad made up his mind to 

ut down the revolutionists by sending the Tenth 
ion to look after them. Another, that the Presi- 
dent wanted to bang Garza’s scalp to his belt before 
March 4 Inoticed only une man show sadness in 
word or manner. He had been sent by his captain 
for a basket of beer, and just as the train was about 
to start, with breathless haste and dolorous visage, 
he reported that in slipping the basket was dropped 
and the last bottle was broken. When told the evil 
could not be repaired, his manner was comic. 

But, after all, many hearts were heavy at this sud- 
dep Christmas parting, and doubtless prayers in si- 
lence for happy and speedy reunien. There were 
much of disappointment and much of vexation in 
the unexpected turn of events. Christmas greet- 
ings, Christmas gifts, Christmas dinners, and other 
like pleasures were despoiled of their relish. A 
bandsome tree had been prepared for the ninety 
children of the garrison, and was appointed for the 
2th. Its suspension brought sorrow to the little 


ones.

ROWING AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan. 2. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

AT no time for years in the history of the Naval 
Academy have circumstances been more favorable 
for the revival of rowing interests than they are at 
the —— moment. We have just won a great 
foot ball game, which now undoubtedly ranks high 
among the great annual games of the country; we 
have shown that our players can compete, with 
equal coaching advantager, with those of the first 
colleges, despite the fact that we have but 240 odd 
men from which to choose. Duripg the past foot- 
ball season our game has been raised from third class 
to first class, and it only remains for us to keep it 
where it is. 

If such rapid strides have been taken in foot ball 
eurely rowing ought to takea place, and a promi- 
rent one among the atbletics at a naval school, and 
we propose to place it where it ought to be. 

Once the Academy crew were the champions of 
the country, and it does seem strange that if eleven 
men San be chosen and trained to play such an ex- 
cellent game of foot ball, eight men could not be 
picked from 240 to do credit, in time, te that branch 
of atbletics which lies nearest their future profes- 
sion. We firmly believe that they can. 

We are aware of the difficulties in the way. Last 
zeors class crew was tried experimentally anda 

efeat was suffered. But it must be taken into con- 
sideration that no one of the four had ever had the 
— instruction in handling an oar in a shell, 
and that they were then utterly ignorant of the 
course of training which goes with it. _A beginning 
had to be made, and the experiment was only for 
the purpose of reviving the interest and of convinc- 
ing the skeptics that we had thetime. Asa matter 
of fact we bave more time totrain a crew thana 
foot ball team, and under more favorable circum- 
stances. The team was forced, on account of the sea- 
sop, to do most of their training by electric light.

gestions on the stroke from the late Mr. Crosby, of 
Yale. Active training begins Jan. 3. A subscrip- 
tion bas been raised among the cadets anda pair 
oared and coxswain shell bought from Waters at 
Troy. It is proposed, as our winters are more or less 
open, to teach watermansbip in this shell. 

The expenses the first year will. undoubtedly be 
the heaviest. An eight oared shell will cost $500, and 
a coach will be needed for a week or ten days at the 
beginning of the season and for the same time at 
the end.

Weanswer that our enthusiasm is not blind 
enthusiasm, and we realize thata good quality of 
rowing is not to be gotina short time. But if pos- 
sible we hope to have our first race with a good 
crew, and to be in a (financial) position to issue a 
challenge to a college crew in a few weeks to a race 
in the first partof June. The Severn furnishes a 
thoroughly good course. We are not going to train 
with the thought of being beaten, but a defeat the 
first year will only have the effect of causing us to 
renew our efforts the second.

CONTRAOTS FOR THE NEW VESSELS, 


THE contracts for the construction of the battle 
ship lowa and armored cruiser Brooklyn was tor- 
mally awarded to the William Cramp and Sons Ship 
aod Engine Building Company on Wednesday last 
on their bids of $3,010,000 and $2,986,000, respective- 
ly, upon the designs furnished by the department. 
In connection with these awards the Secretary 
makes the following statement : 

**Had I the power to award the contracts for the 
construction of these ships in my discretion, 1 
should distribute them to two firms, but I have no 
such power. I am required by the statute to award 
the contracts to the lowest and best responsible 
bidder, and there is no doubt that Messrs. Cramp 
and Sons are the lowest bidders, and I cannot say 
that the Union Iron Works are better builders thao 
the Messrs. Cramp and Sons, any more than [ can 
say that the Messrs. Cramp and Sons are better 
builders than the Union [ron Works. I regard 
them both as excellent builders, and equally good. 
Under such circumstances it is plainly my duty un- 
der the law to award the contract for both of said 
vessels to the Messrs. Cramp and Sons, and the con- 
tracts therefer are accordingly hereby awarded them 
at the price for each, wey, stated in their 
proposals under Class 1. he country is to be con- 
gratuluted, not only upon the fact that there was 
sharp competition between the bidders on these 
ships, but also upon the low price at which the con- 
tracts are taken, the contracts for taese ships being 
from 10 to 12 per cent. cheaper than the contract 
for any other ship which the Department has con- 
structed hereeofore. The Brooklyn is substantially 
the same as the New York, except that she is larger 
by 1,036 tons, the New York being of 8,150 tons dis- 
placement, and the Brooklyn of 9,186, or about 13 

er cent. larger, and and yet sheis to be constructed 

or substantially the same price, that of the New 
York being $2,985,000 and that of the Brooklyn being 
$2,986,000. The displacement of the coast line bat- 
tleships,is 10,288 tons. and that of the seagoing bat- 
tleship Jowa@ is 11,285 tons. The cost of construct- 
ing the coast-line battleships was $3,063,000, while 
the cost of the lowa,a 10 per cent. larger vessel, is 
only $3,010,000, or $53,000 iess than the coast-line 
battleships. Under the competition which the con- 
struction of the Navy has stimulated among our 
manufacturers of shipbuilding material, there has 
been a reduction in the price of snch materia! which, 
ip view of the superior quality required, is quite re- 
markable, and it is a sourceof great gratification 
that this large reduction in the cost of the ships is 
effected without a reduction in the wages of tne la- 
—s nnd mechanics employed in their construc- 
tion.’ 


EXAMINATION OF HOSPITAL STEWARDS 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

I READ with equal interest and surprise the letter 
of “Experientia et Progressus”’ in your issiie of Jan. 
7, 1893. According to its statements a young man 
passed at the head of his class in 1887 on account of 
the careless manner in which his examination was 
conducted, but withina short time his incompe- 
tency was so mapifest that he was discharged by or- 
der. Although no name is mentioned the terms of 
the letter are such that I, for one, had no difficulty 
inidentifying the young man whose good name was 
thus eapereed. In justice to him I called at the War 
Department to ascertaiu the facts from the record. 
His examination, according to the certificate of the 
medical officer, was conducted without the aid of 
books, memoranda or other sources of assistance, 
and in view of the unusual excellence of his papers 
the medical officer furnished a special certificate to 
the effect that all questions submitted to the candi- 
date at one session were answered during that ses- 
sion. Moreover, this young man was not discharged, 
as stated by your correspondent, ‘‘on accouut of hay- 
ing been found incompetent to fill the position for 
which he had so brilliantly passed,’’ but by order, on 
his own request, Jan. 23, 1888, on account of family 
sickness, J. H. G.

RETIREMENT FOR ENLISTED MEN. 

THE appendix of the last annual report of the 
Inspector-General of the Army contains an import- 
ant suggestion, which may escape attention by 
reason of being placed in the appendix. It is that 
of Colonel Hughes, Inspector-General, relative to 
the re-enlistment of private soldiers. The colonel 
plainly shows that the wiser course would be, in 
time of peace, to discourage, if not prohibit, such 
re-enlistments. In view of the retirement act, 
captains feel disinclined to refuse to re-enlist a 
soldier however useless he may be to the Service. It 
is to this act, more than anything else, that we owe 
the presence in the ranks of so many men more or 
less incapacitated for duty. Colonel Hughes very 
properly draws the line at non-commissioned offi- 
cers, who should be encouraged to remain. So long 
as their pay is inadequate, the retirement act is 
about the only inducement to their continuance in 
service, 

One thing is certain, the private soldier who 
does not learn all that should be expected of him as 
such in three years never will learn. Yet we en- 
list men at the age of twenty-one, and keep them in 
the Service for years after they have become use- 





less as soldiers, and also unfit for profitable civil 
employment. Again, these superannuated men keep 
younger and abler men out of the Service and in- 
crease the work of their more capable comrades, 
With a three years’ term of service, and no re-enlist. 
ment except in special cases, the country would 
have the benefit of absorbing annually 

say seven thousand, well drilled and disciplined 
soldiers, in the prime of life. What is equally im. 
portant, these men could make their living in ciyi] 
pursuits; they would beeome breadwinners and add 
to the wealth of the community. If any additional 
inducement were needed to secure men’s enlistment, 
or reward them for a tour of service, it would be 
better and cheaper all round to give it in the shape 
of a bounty, as was done in the case of volunteers 
in some of the wars, at the time of discharge. The 
retirement act was intended to improve the Service, 
There is grave doubts whether its evils do not out- 
number its benefits. 

We have before this offered the warning sugges- 
tion that the bounty of the country should not be 
overstrained, as it has been in the matter of pen- 
sions for the men who served during the Rebellion. 
Oar bill for pensions is the largest one the country 
has to pay and it brings our expenditures for war 
quite up to those of foreign countries with their 
‘bloated military establishments.” Foreigners 
spend their money in training the men of the pres- 
ent generation for war, and incidentally for the 
more effective discharge of their duties as citizens 
in private life. We proceed upon the happy-go- 
lucky principle of ignoring the possibility of war and 
then when war does come we conduct it in the most 
unprofessional and wasteful manner and are never 
done With paying forit. The inevitable result follows, 
and there is now an obvious reaction against our 
lavish expenditure in the matter of pensions, as was 
shown during the last election. As a political factor 
the old soldier grows less and less important with 
each recurring year, and with his decadence disap- 
pears the popular sentiment that gave him import- 
ance. 

The members of the regular establishment should 
take every possible pains to make it clear to Oon- 
gress and the people that they prefer no claims 
against the public treasury that are not founded in 
a just regard for the public service. If a man de- 
votes himself during a life time tothe interest of 
any great corporation having a generous apprecia- 
tion of its obligations, or is disabled in its service, 
he is provided for. The head of a great insurance 
company has just been retired on a pension of $15,- 
000 a year, and the position of emeritus professor 
is established by some of our colleges to provide for 
those who have been worn out in their service. It 
is right that this principle should be recognized on 
behalf of our Army and Navy. It has been recog- 
nized, and generously recognized. It is well, there- 
fore, that those who profit by this recognition 
should do all that they can to keep within the clear 
intent of the law, and not discredit the principle of 
retirement by overdoing it. The coming Oongress 
promises to be disposed to careful scrutiny of pub- 
lic expenditure, especially for our military estab- 
lishment. Let us be warned in time. 








BENJAMIN F. BUTLER. 


THe stormy and turbulent career of Benjamin 
Franklin Butler ended in a peaceful death at Wash- 
ington on the morning of January 11th. Of him 
it may be said, as of Ishmael of old, his hand was 
against every man and every man's hand against 
him. The bark of the doughty General was, how- 
ever, often worse than his bite and he seemed to 
be swayed rather by the love of controversy than 
by a malevolent spirit. A regular army uniform 
had upon him the effect of a red rag upon a bull, 
yet he sent his son to West Point, and when he was 
once asked during the war why he had so many 
graduates upon his staff he answered that they 
were the only men he could find who knew any- 
thing of] war. As a lawyer, he united a broad 
knowledge of legal principles and a thorough mast- 
ery of legal§precedents, with the shifty expedients 
of a Tombs attorney. Asa public man, he seldom 
if ever rose above the time serving policy, to build 
with the statesman upon solid foundations for the 





future. Asa soldier, he was more spectacular than 
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successful, though his freedom from all regard or 
respect for military principles fand precedents on 
occasion stood him in good stead. The greatest 
service he rendered his country was when he turned 
frem his fruitless voting for Jefferson Davis, as a 
candidate for the Presidency before the Charleston 
Convention, to gird on his militia sword and 
take the field against the Oonfederacy. His posi- 
tion at the time as a leaderjin the Democrtaic party 
made the act significant and important. 

Those who have served with General Butler in 
Congress bear testimony to a generous spirit on his 
part and his readiness to oblige. That he had sen- 
sitive points under that rough exterior is proven by 
his conduct, when, in a case before the U. 8. District 
Court, 8. District of New York, the fact was clearly 
brought to light that the well-known spoon and 
other stories to Butler’s discredit were the concoct- 
ion of a man{once under his} command at New 
Orleans, who had done his best to malign and in- 


jure his chief, Gen. Butler bent his bead upon his 
hands and wept like a child. In explanation, he 


stated that he had long been pursued by these 
slanders, and supposed that he was proof against 
them, but when the vloud was lifted from his repu- 
tation the reaction proved too much for his stoicism. 
And when the slanderer had been sentenced by 
the Court to just punishment, General Butler 
listened to the pleadings of his wife and interested 
himself in procuring a mitigation of his punish- 
ment. 

The good and evil so mingle in each man’s nature 
that only the recording angel ean be trusted to 
justly balance the account. We shall not attempt 
it with General Butler, nor is it necessary that we 
should set forth the details of a career which are 
recorded in every paper in the land. 

In a speech in Lowell on Jan. 29, 1890, Genera) 
Butler said: ‘* When you bear me to that little in- 
closure on the other side of the river, which I hope 
for as my last resting place, | pray you put over 
me for my epitaph : 

“* Here lies the Genera! who saved the lives of his soldiers 
at Big Bethel and Fort Fisker, and who never commanded 
the Army of the Potomac.’ 

““T ask,” he said, ‘for nothing else.” 
General Butler’s wealth is estimated at $7,000,- 
000. His heirs are his son, Paul, and his two 
nieces, Miss Nesmith and Miss Webster, all of 
Lowell. Another niece is married to Mayor Pal- 
mer of Lowell. 








From an examination of the Army Register for 
1893, it will be seen that, so far as high rank,in the 
line is concerned, the graduates of the Academy 
hold less than a third of the commissions, and these 
mostly in the Artillery. The following table, show- 
ing whence appointed, will} probably be interest- 
ing :

The enlisted men from the Army thus crowd the 
graduates very closely, while the civilians vutnum- 
ber both. Of the total numbers of Field officers of 
the line, sixty-seven served as volunteers in the late 
war, and sixty-two, exactly forty fer cent. 
rose from the ranks in either the Volunteer or 
Regular Army. 








Tue Second Comptroller of the Treasury has 
fallen foul of the contingent fund of the Adjutant- 
General’s Department and refuses to accept vouch- 
ers for expenditure from it for newspapers and 
books. Hast thou no thought, Oh, wighty Comp- 
troller! of the Cimmerian darkness that will now 
descend upon the headquarters, heretofore illumin- 
ated by the weekly visits of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL? No pity for those those relegated to the 
conditions of gloom preceding the invention of 
printing and,the advent of literature? Possibly, it 
may be your intent to limit Army reading to the 


reports of Second Comptrollers, but is this not a 
cruel and unusual punishment, such as the Constitu- 
tion forbids? A recent authority,declares that the 
eloquence and chaste style of Lincoln as a public 
speaker and writer was due to his constant study of 
the Bible and Shakespeare, and yet the Comptroller 
refuses to authorize Colonel Sheridan’s expenditure 
for a copy of Shakespeare, in spite of his eloquent 
plea that, after the Holy Bible, Shakespeare is ‘‘the 
next greatest necessity in any sort of library.” 
Army officers are beginning te think that the revolt 
against bosses should extend tothe Second Oomp- 
troller, and some of them, if ordered from San 
Francisco to New York, would prefer to follow his- 
trionic precedents and walk, carrying the regulation 
baggage, rather than face the awful frown of a 
Second Comptroller. 


Tue foundation of the Naval War Oollege, at 
Newport, R. L, and the opening address of Oapt. 
Mahan, have led Capt. Stenzel, of the German 
Navy, to devote an article to the new college and 
the significance of its work, in the Militar-Wochen- 
blatt. Referring to this article the Army and Navy 
Gazette says: ‘‘He draws attention to Oaptain 
Mahan’s epoch-making book, and says that officers 
of the United States fleet have now the opportunity, 
both by teaching and training, of making the art 
and science of naval warfare, in its most important 
sense, their own. Turning to England, Oaptain 
Stenzel remarks, that we cannot regard the founda- 
tion of the Transatlantic Oollege without envy. 
While giving the highest credit to} the Naval OCol- 
lege at Greenwich, and alluding especially to the 
remarkable power of Professor Laughton, as a 
teacher of naval history, he tells us that we, still, 
like other nations, stand in need of thoroughly 
combined and complete training for our officers in 
the art of naval command. The gist of his article 
is that, as the United States are creating a Navy, 
the assumed use of which is contemplated for the 
case of a collision between English and American 
interests,‘andjas they show no failure in technical 
respects,fit cannot but increase our sense of un- 
easiness to‘see}the;study of naval science, which in 
a sense we have neglected, and of naval history, of 
which in its real lessons we know little, being 
taken up so seriously across the Atlantic. We hope 
the day is far distant when England and the United 
States will be at war; but there is truth in what 
Captain Stenzel says, and the indifference of the 
English people to the teachings of naval history is 
at the very root of the matter.” 














CONSIDERATION of the subject of new ships has 
been postponed by the House Naval Committee un- 
til the Secretary of the Treasury has made a special 
report concerning the condition of the finances. 
The committee as a body is decidedly favorable to 
continuing work on the New Navy, and will bring 
on a bill for several new ships if the finances jus— 
tify it. The battleship class will receive first con-— 
sideration. If there are not funds enough for this, 
then small gunboats for river service will be con- 
sidered. Torpedo boats come next, and if these, 
too, should be barred out because of lack of funds, 
then the question of increasing the appropriation 
for the torpedo cruiser, already authorized but not 
built because the bids received for it exceeded the 
limit, will receive consideration. 





The decision of the Navy Department to classify 
the armor required for the new ships under differ- 
ent heads, and to receive bids separately under 
each head, will bring a number of new firms into 
competition. The principal competitors for the 
heavy armor will, of course, be the Bethlehem Iron 
Works and Carnegie, Phipps and Oo., but there 
are a number of firms equipped for turning out 
sponsons and other light armor who will enter the 
competition. The Midvale Steel Works will be 
among the bidders for all the armor below five 
inches in thickness. The specifications for the new 
armor contract will be approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy during the present week. He was in 
consultation with several of the prospective bidders 
this week regarding some of the requirements. 
The Bethlehem Iron Works have expressed them- 
selves as quite satisfied with the new ballistic tests 
prescribed, although they are much severer than 





these called for by the old contract. 


Durine the year 1892 the number of‘appoint- 
ments and promotions in the Army above the rank 
of ist Lieutenant, was as follows: To Brigadier- 
General, four ; to Colonel, sixteen ; to Lieutenant- 
Colonel, twenty-seven ; to Major, thirty-eight ; to 
Oaptain, sixty-five; a total of one hundred and 
fifty. In 1891 there were two promotions to Brig- 
adier General, sixteen to Oolonel, twenty-three 
to Lieutenant Colonel, thirty-one to Major, and 
eighty to Oaptain; in all one hundred and fifty- 
two. 


WE learn from Washington that considerable op- 
position has been aroused against the bill recently 
introduced by Senator Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) 
which in its effect makes practically unlawful all 
military independent organizations in the United 
States not connected with the National Guard. The 
regular State militia organizations favor the bill, as 
they have always resented the assumption of social 
superiority of the independent organizations. It is 
a bill that is needed, and it ought to become a law. 
If men wish to serve as soldiers let them join the 
Army, or at least the militia, and if they wish to 
wear a uniform, without subjecting themselves to 
the restraints of military obligation, let them join 
the Knights of Pythias or some similar body. In- 
dependent military organizations should be prohib- 
ited by law and the wearing of uniforms similating 
to that of military organizations restricted within 
proper limits. 


THe failure to obtain one of the new ships to 
build by the Union Iron Works, of San Francisoo, is 
regarded at Washington as a blessing in disguise. 
The Pacific Coast people will now bend every energy 
to the passage of a bill for the construction of other 
additions to the “New Navy,” and provision will be 
made that the “Slope” shall besure of getting its 
share in the development of the National strength. 




















Ow the Ist day of January, 1893, Mr. Lyman D. 
Morse became a partner with Mr. J. 8. Bates in the 
business of his newspaper advertising agency, and 
the style will be Bates and MorseAdvertising Agenoy, 
under which the business will continue to be carried 
on. All doing business with this excellent house 
will agree with the senior partner in the statement 
that the large and prosperous business of this long 
established agency will be advanced and augmented 
by this change. Mr. Morse has been associated with 
Mr. Bates for many years, and for the last three

Tue Messrs. Cramp have added anether able man 
to their corps of experts. Chief Engineer Nathaa 
P. Towne is the new acquisition. Mr. Towne is to 
bave charge of the construction of the machinery for 
the two new vessels, a position for which he is ad- 
mirably fitted by reason of, the fact that the de- 
signs for the machinery plants of theee vessels were 
prepared under his direction. Indeed, Mr. Towne 
has superintended the preparation of the plans for 
ull the new vessels contracted for during the pres- 
ent administration—aggregating nearly 200,000 horse 
power. Oonsidering that he has not had more than 
ten days’ leave during the entire four years as head 
of the designing department of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, no one will say that he has not earned 
the year’s leave which has been granted him, aod 
every one will be pleased to learn, although his re- 
signation will be a great loss to the Service, that he 
has connected himself with a maguificent establish- 
menu like the Messrs. Cramp. 








Tue Chaplainsof the Army are expected to ac- 
cept with Christian (not official) resignation, the de- 
cision in Circular 1, A. G. O., of 1893, that they are 
not entitled to wear the sack coat, or blouse, de- 
scribed in A. R. 1767, as amended by G. O. 68 of 1892, 
bat must continue to wear the orthodox black 
frock or plain biack sack coat. 

We learn from Washington that it is the intention 
soon to replace enlisted employees at post exchanges 
by civilians. The change, we doubt not, will prove 
beneficial to the discipline of the Army, tf the right 
kind of civilians can be obtained. 








Paivats “Henry YEe.titow Faceg,” Indian Troop 
L, 3d CU. 8. Oav., has been appointed a corporal vice 
Corporal “Sitting Down Talking,’’ reduced. A cor- 
poral who talks until he is so exhausted that he has 





to sit down is properly abated as a nuisance, 
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Tux exhibition beld this week, in the roomsof the 
American Art Association, of the paintings and 
drawings of Frederic Remington, has called the at- 
tention of the art loving public for a brief interval 
to the Army. Mr. Remington revels in cowboys and 
Indians and trappers, with their wiry bronchos, but 
he has also pictured on canvas, as no other man bas 
ever done, the heroic side of American Army life. 
Under the glaring sun of the alkali plain, along the 
barren mountain trail, in the heart of the pine for- 
est, his creative genius has sought out strange, fan- 
tastic scenes that are too unlike and too far from 
ordinary life for the eye of the peaceful layman to 
fully appreciate until his attention is directed to 
them by the hand of genius. Noone who has ever 
seen & war party on the trail, or a herd of buffalo, 
oradead soldier,can gaze without feeling upon 
the rugged lines and touches which make his pro- 
ductions so near to nature. Whatever may be their 
artistic value, the two large paintings “The Last Lull 
in the Fight,” and “The Last Stand,” will create in 
the soldier’s heart the feeling that comes to men in 
the crisis of reawaken battle. Mr. Remington’s great 
promise as a military artist inspires the hope that he 
may confine his works in the future as closely to the 
Army as he bas done in the past. If his future years 
are as progressive as bis past he will live to epjoy in 
America the fame that De Neuville and Detaille 
have won in Franve. 


Tux Commissioner of Indian affairs, har, by re- 
quest of the Secretary ef the Interior, informed the 
President that in the Commissioner’s opinion an 
Army officer, selected for duty as Indian Agent, 
should first of all bein sympathy with the present 
policy of the Government in dealing with its Indian 
warde; interested in the real welfare and speedy ad- 
vancement of the Indians, and should seek to ren- 
der them, as rapidly as possible, independent of 
Government control. He should be interested in 
the industrial training of children, and, as he has 
charge of the disbursements of all funds, should be 
a good business man. The Commisssoner has also re- 
commended that Army Officers placed in charge of 
Indian Agencies be bonded. 


Tue New York Tribune, referring to its action in 
the spring of 1891 in publishing an editorial severe- 
ly criticizing Gen. H. W. Slocum, of Brooklyn, as @ 
most unpatriotic citizen for the manner in which, as 
it was stated, he had sought to impose a worth- 
lees system of electrical propulsion upon his 
own city, etc., says in a recent issue: *‘ The Tribune 
now believes that, so far as this article imputed any 
kind of dishonorable or dishonest conduct against 
Gen. Slocum, it was without foundation in fact. It 
has frequently expressed its admiration for his high 
and brilliant qualities as a soldier and a citizen; and 
it deeply regrets that it should have been misled by 
tho zeal of public controversy into such an attack 
upon one who deserves so much of the regard and 
gratitude of the people for his past services and 
present bigh character.” Better late than never. 














A MAGNILOQUENT despatch from Halifax, N. 8 » 
reported last week that a young man of distinguish- 
ed appearance, and apparent refinement entered 
the adjutant’s office at the garrison and said: “I 
have decided to join the British Army, and ask you 
toaccept me. My people are well-to-do, yet my 
love for the service is such that I will not be satis- 
fied till | become a soldier.”” He was enlisted, but 
his father arriving subsequently it transpired that 
the young man was insane, and that one of his hal- 
lucinations was that he must become asoldier. He 
has been bought out. 


Ir is reliably reported that Private Secretary Hal- 
ford isthe person President Harrison has in view 
for the majority in the Pay Department, which has 
become vacant by the recent retirement of Colonel 
Gibson. It is also rumored that a scheme is on foot 
to open the way for the appointmentin the same 
corps of Marshali Ramedell and Mr. Daniel MacCau- 
®ey's appointment clerk of the Treasury. 








THe geueral opinion appears to be that Daniel S. 
Lamont will be Mr. Cleveland’s Secretary of the 
Navy. 








It is understood that Captain John B. Eaton, the 
newly-appointed assistant quartermaster, and Cap- 
tain James N. Allison, 21 Cav., have entered into an 
arrangement for transfer. The Secretary of War 
having noted his approval, the nomination will 
probably go to the Senate during the coming week. 








Wary does the War Department delay action on 
the Court-martial case of 24 Lieut. J. E. Dodge, 14th 
Infantry ? Nearly six months have elapsed since he 
was tried and sentenced to dismissal. The reason 
given for the delay in acting on the papers is that 
the Department is waiting for the civil authorities 
to get through with his trial on charges of burglary. 
It is difficult to see why this should prevent action 
in the Court-martial proceedings. The Army is not 
responsible for his re-appearance before the civil 


court since he is out on bail. The efiect of keeping 
him on the Army rolls isto allow him to draw hi, 
pay as long as possible. For a time his pay was 
stopped against him, but influences have recently 
secured him his back pay, after straightening up 
the duplications, which formed one of the charges 
upon which he was retired, and heis now drawing 
his salary monthly. General Miles has recently 
written to the War Department urging that the 
proceedings be approved without further delay. 








SzoreTary TrRAcy will, in a few days, issue orders 
regarding the command of the naval forces during 
the naval review. While it has been generally un. 
derstood that Rear Admiral Gherardi will be in 
command on that occasion, there have been no 
orders to that effect, nor has the status of the sub- 
ordinate commands been defined. There has been 
an effort made recently to have Acting Rear Ad-, 
miral Walker placed in command of the review 
This effort has failed, and it isintimated that Acting 
Rear Admiral Walker may ask to be relieved from 
the ‘command of the North Atlantic rather than 
serve under orders from Rear Admiral Gherardl. 
Secretary Tracy’s purpose, however, is understood 
to be to issue orders directing Rear Admiral Gher- 
ardi to assume command of the joint forces during 
the review, and Rear Admiral Benham,as command- 
ing officer of the South Atlantic Squadron, and Act- 
ing Rear Admiral Walker, as commanding officer of 
the North Atlantic Squadron to report to him for 
instructions. The orders will further direct that 
upon the expiration of the review Rear Admiral 
Gherardi will haul down his flag, Acting Rear Ad- 
miral Walker will assume command ofall the yes- 
sels on the North Atlantic Station, and Rear Admi- 
ral Benham will proceed to the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion. Unless Congress should appropriate the $ 300,- 
000 asked for there is danger that there may be no 
review. One hundred thousand of this is for navi- 
gation, the same amount for equipment and coal, 
and the remainder will be divided between the 
preparation} of ships, supplies and rations. The 
funds for balls and dinners, so far as the expense is 
not imposed upon officers and citizens, will be taken 
from the appropriation for rations and supplies, 
The following vessels are expected to take part, 
viz.: The New York, Baltimore, Newark, San Fran- 
cisco, Charleston, Philadelphia, Chicago, Atlanta, 
Yorktown, Concord, Bennington, Detroit, Mont- 
gomery, Miantonomoh,! Kearsarge, Castine, Ban- 
croft, Vesuvius, Dolphin, Cushing and Essex.

WEST POINT. 
JANUARY 11, 1898. 

To the exclusion of all other interests the examin- 
ation has claimed the attention of officers and cadets 
during the week just past, and its conclusion yes- 
terday was welcomed with relief by all. Rarely has 
an examination resulted as satisfactorily as has this. 
The standing as determined by the Academic 
Board has not yet been made public, but it is un- 
derstood that the ordeal has been safely passed by 
the entire corps, no cadet having been found defi- 
cient, and only five having been given a second sub- 
ject. All are to be congratulated upon this result. A 
dramatic entertainment at Mre.Derby’s on Thursday 
evening and a cadet hop to be given in Grant Hall 
on Saturday evening are upon the programme for 
this week. Col. and Mrs. Michie have issued cards 
for Thursday evenings (8 P. M. to 12) from Jan. 19 to 
Feb. 23. Col. and Mrs. Hasbrouck made a brief visit 
at the post last week on their way to Col. Has- 
brouck’s station, Fort Monroe, Va.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Tue death of Captain Wm. Whitehead, which oo- 
curred at the League Island Navy-yard, Philadel- 
phia, Jan. 8, deprives the Service of one of its best 
duty officers. He was a man who had no thought 
for anything but his profession and his family. 
Modest, prudent, studious and expert in seaman- 
ship, he lived the life of a sailor abroad, and at home 
that of a gentle friend and brother. His friends 
will testify that they never knew a man with a 
simpler, more frugal and happy life. He had child- 
like simplicity of character that endeared him to 
others. He took what duties were assigned to him and 
when off duty returned to his home as a boy might 
do, and died there, asa child might in the arms of 
its mother. 

Captain Whitehead was the son of Dr. Coburn 
Whitehead, of Philadelphia, and a member of one 
of the old Quaker families of that city. Born 
in 1840, he entered the Naval Academy in 1856 
from Philadelphia. On graduation in 1860 he 
went to China, and was recalled at the outbreak 
of bostilities, raised to master in 1861, and attached 
to the steam sloop Dacotah. He joined the West 
India squadron in the same year, serving aboard 
tho steam gunboat Sonoma. in 1862 he obtained 
his lieutenancy after service on the James River, 
On board the ironclad steamer Passaic he served 
with the South Atlantic blockading equadron. He 
was off Charleston in 1868 and 1864. He was on 
board the flagship Pawnee in the engagement in 
Stone River with the batteries on James Island 
July 3 to July 6, 1864, and in Togoda Creek, Feb, 
9, 1865. When the Monadnock was sent on her trip 
round the Horn to California, under command of 
Captain Bunce, convoyed by the fleet of Admiral 
Rogers, Lieutenant-Commaander Whitehead was 
chosen for his admirable qualities to aid in this first 
attempt to take a monitor on an extended voyage. 
He was attached in 1866 and 1867 to the Saco and 
Kearsarge in the Atlantic, and in 1868 to the Dacotah 
in the South Pacific, then to the steam frigate Pow- 
hatan. In 1873 he was stationed at the Philadelphia 
Navy- yard, in 1874 made commander while with the 
Nipsicin China, and stationed at the New York 
Navy-yard in 1875. In China again the following 
year, he volunteered to bring home the Yantic, a 
vessel very dangerous from dry-rot, and by lighten- 
ing her of her guns brought her safe into port. He 
served two years at the Norfolk navy-yard, and 
during 1881-3 commanded the Quinnebaug in the 
Mediterranean. During the troubles at Alexandria, 
which ended with the bombardment of that city by 
the British fleet, he saved the life of Mrs. Stone, wife 
of the Amerivan officer Stone Bey, by threatening 
the authorities to shell the town if she were not sur- 
rendered at once. Promoted to captain in 1857, he 
was given command in 1890 of the Baltimore, then 
on the Pacific coast. Capt. Whitehead was never mar- 
ried. He leaves a mother, Mrs. Coburn Whitehead, 
aged 84; a sister, Mrs. Palmer, and a brother, Gerard 
Irvine Whitehead, a well-known lawyer of New 
York. He wasa member of the Loyal Legion, the 
New York Yacht Club. and the University Club. 
The funeral was held at 11.30 4. mw. on Wednesday, 
at St. James’s Church, ‘Philadelphia. His disease 
was pneumonia.

Last autumn she received the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, and presided at 
the grand colonial ball given tothem at Monticello, 
at which the minuet was danced by the descendants 
of the original signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.
